Tough  Wyoming  Crew

BYU’s  football  team,  undefeated  in  two  home  starts 
this  season,  leave  for  Wyoming  today  on  the  start  of  a 
three-game  road  trip  that  could  be  the  toughest  in  the 
school’s  history.

curate. 

COWBOYS  FAVORED 

The  Cowbo>’s  were  tabbed  by 
the  experts  as  favorites  to  re- 
peat as  champs,  with  BYU  the 
strongest  contender. 

Though  the  Cougars  carry  some 
impressive  credentials  into  Mem- 
orial Stadium,  they  will  be  buck- 
ing a home-field  advantage  that 
borders  on  the  insurmountable. 

Coach  Hudspeth's  crew  Is  cur- 
rently leading  the  nation's  major 
college  teams  In  passing  with  a 
437  yards-per-game  average. 

The  Cougars  have  also  shown 
exceptional  strength  in  offensive 
line  play,  holding  their  first  two 
opponents— New  Mexico  and  West- 
ern Michigan— to  27.5  yards  rush- 
ing. good  enough  for  third  place 
nationally. 

However,  statistics  have  meant 
little  to  Coach  Bill  Eaton's  Cow- 
poke teams,  which  have  been 
very  poor  hosts.  The  Cowboys 
have  won  12  straight  and  17  of 
their  last  20  at  home. 

In  the  BYU-Wyoming  rivalry 
that  began  in  1922.  the  Wranglers 
have  developed  a sort  of  whammy 
over  the  Cougars.  Since  1960.  for 
example,  the  Cowboy  teams  have 
scored  226  points  to  73  for  BYU— 
an  average  of  32  points  per  game 
to  10  for  the  Cougars. 

DEFEAT  SERIES 

The  Cowboys  have  downed  the 
Cats  in  eight  of  the  last  nine 
meetings  between  the  two,  and 


the  last  time  BYU  won  in  Lara- 
mie was,  incredU)ly  enough,  1941. 
The  series  stands  at  20-14-3  in 
Wyoming’s  favor. 

Last  year  38,333  fans  in  Cougar 
Stadium  watched  the  'Pokes 
squash  the  title  hopes  of  BYU, 
47-14.  Coach  Eaton’s  talented  bun- 
ch went  on  to  defeat  Florida  in 
the  Sun  Bowl. 

To  reverse  past  trends,  the  Cou- 
gars will  have  to  slop  quarterback 
Paul  Toscano,  who  leads  the  na- 
tion in  total  offense,  and  find  a 
way  to  sew^  through  the  stingy 
’P(Ae  defense.

Narrowness  Is  Being  Countered 


The  Universe  frequently  receives  letters 
and  comments  alleging  bias  or  narrow  mind- 
edness on  the  part  of  the  University  and  its 
students.  Many  assert  that  these  trends  im- 
pair the  validity  and  quality  of  education  at 
BYU 

While  we  must  agree  that  there  is  con- 
siderable bias  and  narrow-mindedness  ex- 
tant at  this  school  we  do  not  ap’ee  that 
these  conditions  impair  the  educational  per- 
spective. . 11  „ 

The  educational  process  is  essentially  a 
matter  of  supply  and  demand  — the  world 
has  an  infinite  supply  of  knowledp  and  is 
limited  only  by  demand  or  lack  of  demand 
on  the  part  of  students. 

Here  at  BYU  we  have  access  to  books, 
newspapers  and  magazines  dealing  with  the 
full  spectrum  of  current  events.  True,  many 
of  these  opinions  and  ideas  are  not  voiced 
in  the  classrooms  nor  are  they  heard  U'h™ 
the  podium.  Before  criticism  is  leveled  at  the 
faculty  for  failure  to  treat  these  subjects 
it  should  be  realized  that  they  are  under  the 
same  obligation  as  the  students  themselves 
—that  of  pursuing  what  they  esteem  to  be 
of  greatest  consequence. 

With  a church  affiliation  as  pervasive 
as  the  LDS  Church,  a faculty  chosen  almost 
exclusively  from  this  source  is  bound  to  ex- 
hibit strong  tendencies  toward  conformity 


and  collective  opinion.  It  should  also  be  noted 
that  a student  body  with  the  same  common 
denominator  will  tend  to  demand  less  broad- 
ening of  exposure  than  will  a more  culturally 
diverse  group. 

In  an  effort  to  counteract  this  narrow- 
ing influence,  such  things  _ as  the  Forum 
program  was,  in  part,  initiated  to  give  a 
broader  exposure  to  comtemporaiy  thought. 
During  the  last  two  years  considerable  effort 
has  gone  into  broadening  the  spectrum  re- 
presented by  this  series  and  to  a certain  de- 
gree these  efforts  have  met  with  success. 

However,  there  is  still  resistance  to  this 
broadening  influence  and  many  fear  that 
students  who  are  faced  with  ideas  different 
from  those  they  have  encountered  might  be 
unable  to  cope  with  them  effectively. 

In  rebuttal  we  feel  we  should  allow  in- 
dividual microbes  of  controversy  to  germin- 
ate here  in  the  atmosphere  of  BYU  where 
we  can  cope  with  them,  rather  than  leaving 
foreign  thoughts  unencountered  and  able  to 
take  us  by  surprise. 

Those  who  recognize  the  value  of  a full 
spectrum  of  thought  and  experience  should 
continue  to  support  the  activities  that  are 
available  and  work  constructively  for  addi- 
tional opportunity  and  exposure. 

Only  in  this  way  can  the  greatness  of 
BYU  be  achieved.  s.  g.

Students  May  Give 


Students  at  BYU  will  have  a 
chance  to  help  raise  funds  for  the 
new  temple  to  be  constructed 
just  north  of  the  campus. 

The  First  Presidency  has  auth- 
orized student  participation  in 
the  drive,  BYU  stake  presidents 
announced  Friday.  It  was  pointed 
out  in  the  announcement,  signed 
by  the  eight  stake  presidents, 
that  the  volunteer  contributions 
are  not  expected  to  be  large  and 
can  be  extended  over  a several 
month  period. 

The  announcement  explained: 

• Most  of  the  funds  contribu- 
ted for  erection  of  the  temple  will 
come  from  the  20  off-campus 
stakes  located  in  the  Provo 
Temple  District  of  Utah  Valley 
and  Wasatch  County. 

• Contributions  from  BYU 
stakes  will  be  accepted  so  that 
construction  may  begin  as  soon 


as  plans  for  the  building  are  com- 
pleted, probably  in  the  summer 
of  1968. 

• Students  living  in  seven  of 
the  stakes  will  be  asked  to  help 
raise  about  ?20,aO0  to  $25,000  per 
stake.  Married  students  in  the 
Sixth  Stake  will  raise  about  $10,- 
000  to  $12,000  because  member- 
ship is  smaller  and  many  are 
children  whose  parents  are  at- 
tending tlie  University. 

• Fund  raising  will  be  carried 
out  on  a ward  level.  The  program 
will  be  personalized  by  bishoprics 
and  home  teachers  to  keep  the 
spirit  of  the  drive  on  a volunteer 
basis. 

It  is  anticipated  that  most 
pledges  to  the  program  will  be 
made  by  Christmas.  However, 
June  30,  1968,  has  been  set  as 
drive  closing  date.

The  chapters  of  the  new  textbook 
apply  principles  of  guidance  to  the 
role  of  the  teacher,  pupil  appraisal, 
educational  and  vocational  infor-
